How much time in a day should be 
devoted to prayer and how much to ac- 
tion will vary, depending upon your 
personal situation. But there should be 
no day so crowded with activity that a 
definite time is not set aside for prayer. 
Some of this time, if possible, should be 
devoted to family prayer. Conditions are 
such that it is harder than in times past 
to get the whole family together at one 
time, but usually the family has one or | 
two meals together. In many homes, even churchgoing ones, 
grace at meals has dropped out. Very certainly this should be 
restored; better still, grace can be expanded to include other 
elements of prayer, as already outlined, including particularly 
the genuine concerns of the members of the family. 

A time for personal prayer should also be set aside. In the 
morning, for even five or ten minutes, you should acknowl- 
edge the presence and reality of God and form your intentions 
for the day. Many of us waste precious hours of the day God 
has given us simply because we have not organized it in our 
minds. Fifteen minutes of planning may redeem what other- 
wise may be many unprofitable hours. But what is needed is 
not merely an “agenda” (though that is a good idea). Our 
motives and the implications of our proposed actions call for 
self-exploration. A good beginning for this wholesome exer- 
cise might be this prayer of Dr. Rowland Williams: 

Almighty God, who alone gavest us the breath of life, 
and alone canst keep alive in us the holy desires thou dost 
impart; We beseech thee, for thy compassion’s sake, to

This was the story 
that made kings fall to their knees and 
worship Jesus the Christ. For this was the 
Gospel—the Good News—the word of 
Power.

And 
with Him, we are risen, too. His victory 
is our victory. His life is our life. In Him 
we are conquerors, yea more than conquer- 
ors—for Christ has set us free. Alleluia!

The Rev. Morris Arnold Declines California Election 


The Rev. Morris Fairchild Arnold, 
Suffragan Bishop-elect of the Diocese 
of California, declined the election. His 
reasons are given in the text of his tele- 
gram to Bishop Pike, printed below. 

Of his decision, Bishop Pike said, “I 
naturally very much regret, as will the 
Diocese as a whole, that Mr. Arnold 
found it necessary so to decide. I know 
Mr. Arnold well enough to trust his 
sense of vocation and wish every bless- 
ing of God on the continuation of the 
outstanding urban work in Cincinnati.” 


Bishop Pike now has two courses of 
action. He can either call for a special 
convention to elect a Suffragan Bishop 
or he can put an election on the agenda 
of the 110th annual convention, which 
will be held in the early part of 1960. 
At this time, the Bishop has not made 
an announcement as to which course he 
wishes to follow. 


Copy of telegram received from the 
Rev. Morris Fairchild Arnold to the Rt. 
Rev. James Albert Pike, Bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of California: 


Dear Jim: The Diocese of California 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit 
has chosen me as Suffragan Bishop. 
This is a great honor which I deeply 
appreciate. This imposes a great respon- 


sibility upon my judgment which I 
have not avoided. In conscience I have 
approached this matter with fear and 
trembling. Under the guidance of that 
same Holy Spirit I must decline the 
election. 

May I explain that there is no doubt 
in my mind about the type of partner 
you and the Diocese desire and ought 
to have in your great work, nor is there 
any doubt whatsoever of your willing- 
ness to delegate authority, nor am I 
insensitive to the need of the Diocese 
of California in this time of what under 
your great leadership is truly an excit- 
ing awakening to the life of the Holy 
Spirit in a way which deserves God's 
richest blessing, nor am I unaware of 
the importance of the Episcopate for 
the assurance of the continuity of the 
order and the real leadership of the 
Church in the propagation of the Chris- 
tian faith in its fullest form. Chief of 
all reasons for the attractiveness of the 
position would be the opportunity of 
sharing the work with you, my very 
good friend. 

However, my decision is based en- 
tirely upon what I believe with all my 
heart to be the vocation to which God 
has called me at this time. In a day 
when unfortunately the Church’s min- 
istry in the all-important urban areas 


of the nation is in danger of being aban- 
doned for lack of loyal supporters, I 
am convinced that the chief strength 
which the Church can muster must be 
used at this strategic point. In God’s 
good providence Christ Church in the 
City of Cincinnati is an exception in 
that it is a bulwark nationally and has 
only begun to realize its potentiality of 
leadership and pioneering in this field. 

For the sake of this city and all 
American cities this parish in the heart 
of the city must be supported in every 
possible way since it speaks to the 
whole city and must minister to the 
whole city and especially to those who 
have no church home or any other kind 
of home. 

In short, I believe that my particular 
vocation is a ministry of depth rather 
than of breadth, although I recognize 
the God-given importance of both 
kinds of ministry. I am sorry with all 
my heart of the pain this decision will 
Cause some very generous and wonder- 
ful people, but, God help me, I cannot 
do otherwise. 

With affectionate best wishes to you 
and Esther and to all whom you both 
faithfully serve in the name of our Lord 
and Master.

Tithing Standard Unanimously Accepted by Diocese; 
Churches Adopt Bishop’s Request for Immediate Action

The main theme of the Bishop’s first 
annual convention address was Christian 
Stewardship in the Diocese. He stressed 
the needs of a program which would not 
only aid the Church as a whole, but also 
the individual parishes and parishioners. 

The Bishop asked two questions. Where 
ate we now? Where are we going? 

* In answer to the first question, the needs 
of the Diocese, today, are many and varied. 
A Stanford research team has pointed out 
the population of this Diocese has almost 
doubled in 18 years and the communicant 
strength has more than doubled. 

Not only that, but “church-going” in 
America is now a “going thing.” As the 
Bishop pointed out, when he studied for 
the ministry, one was considered a little 
“odd” if he attended church; now one is 
considered a little “odd” if he does NOT 
attend services. 

Today the Diocese needs more clergy 
and more buildings. With the present giv- 
ing record of the Diocese, they will not be 
built at the rate they are needed—if at 
all. Out of 23 dioceses studied, the giving 
record of California ranked twelfth. What 
this study did not show was the fact that 
this Diocese is in the highest income area 
in the country—with an average annual 
income, per family, of $7,420. 

Where are we going? 

The projection of the Stanford study 
shows .a tremendous increase in popula- 
tion by 1980—and the needs, at best, will 
have increased by the same percentage. 

How can we face the future in the 
Church? 

There are two alternatives. Namely—a 
capital funds drive, or a program of Chris- 
tian Stewardship. 

As the Bishop pointed out, an advance 
fund would, it is hoped, raise quite a bit 
of money in a relatively short time. But 
what, other than the obvious, does this 
do for the Diocese? It does not enrich the 
life of the donor to any great extent, nor 
does it keep the level of giving on any par- 
ticular level, for more than a short period 
of time. 

The alternative to this is a program of 
Christian Stewardship. This is a lon 
range program, which is parish anual 
and at the same time it aids the life of 
the communicant and the Diocese. The 
Stewardship program that the Bishop out- 
lined is baved on the Biblical tithe, which 
is a symbol of what is deeper than the 
accepted norm of giving. 


General Convention, in Miami Beach, 
endorsed a tithing standard for the Epis- 
copal Church. 

In our Diocese we have had a chance to 
run an “experiment with control groups” 
on the giving records of the parishes and 
missions which teach tithing and those 
which do not. The average giving of those 
who teach tithing is $3.33 per week. Simi- 
lar parishes and missions, in like areas, 
which do not teach it, average $1.66 per

That the Every Member Canvass of the 
year 1959 be recognized as the turning 
point in our full acceptance of our re- 
sponsibilities for the work of the King- 
dom through the Church. 


week. But these figures do not tell the 
other benefits derived from a Stewardship 
program—these are only statistics. It was 
also proved, in this experiment, that a 
tithing parish is a happy parish, for sac- 
rificial giving for the work of the Lord 
produces a joy unknown any other way. 


If every person in the Diocese 
tithed, the giving would go up ten 
million dollars a year! 

As the Bishop pointed out, Steward- 
ship is part of the “conversion of the 
Church.” And tithing is where you start 
your thinking—and base your pledge on 
ten percent of gross income. For some 
people, ten percent is not sacrificial giv- 
ing, by any standard! But for others, it is. 

, we are to start our thinking with a 
tithe and make our decision from there. 

Heretofore, our thinking has been 
rather backward. We have been tipping 
God— just any small amount that is 
found in our pockets. But, everything that 
we have is the gift of God—our life, our 
strength, the land we walk upon, the food 
we eat and the air we breathe. EVERY- 
THING belongs to God. So, we should 
ask ourselves if it is right to keep more 
than 90 percent of God's belongings. 

A Stewardship program, if well carried 
out with each parish and mission cooperat- 
ing, is the answer to many of the prob- 
lems of the Diocese. The Bishop is so con- 
vinced of this, that he has said he will 
make it the “number one” goal in his 
Episcopate now. He has asked that each 
parish and mission undertake to teach and 
practice tithing this year; that each parish 
and mission evaluate its own financial 
potential and that, each parochial and dio- 
cesan mission and church voluntarily 
pledge more than its given assessment for 
the next two years. (This is because the in- 
creased giving felt in the parish will not 
reach “headquarters” for two years. ) 

If this program does not prove that it 
is being successful within a year, the 
Bishop promised that his message next 
year would be the kick-off of a capital 
advance drive! And a capital fund drive, 
he stated, is an admission of the fact that 
we do not care enough about God to work 
for His Church. 

How then do we go about accomplish- 
ing a stewardship pro- 


gram? As you know, a Department of 

Stewardship was set up at the first of the 

year. Members are representatives of par- 

ishes in all economic and geographic

Bishop Pike Installed in Cathedral; 
Sermon Stresses Work of Laymen 


Bishop Pike was formally installed into 
his See Church, Grace Cathedral, at a spe- 
cial service on Tuesday, February 3. 


Following a procession of Diocesan 
clergy, the Canons to the Ordinary and 
the Canons Residentiary went to the door 
of the Chapel of Nativity. A loud rap was 
heard at the door, and as Dean Bartlett 
opened it, the Bishop said, 

“Open me the gates of righteousness, 
that I may go into them, and give thanks 
unto the Lord.” 

Dean Bartlett replied: 

“He that entereth in by the door is the 
shepherd of the sheep; to him the porter 
openeth.” 

The Bishop, accompanied by his Presby- 
ters, the Reverend Messrs. Paul Focht and 
Henry Jesse, were led by the chapter to 
the entrance of the Great Choir. He then 
requested of the Dean that he be “inducted 
and invested as Bishop of California, and 
be installed in the Chair of this Cathe- 
dral Church pertaining to this office.” The 
Assistant Chancellor, Mr. John D. Galla- 
her, read the Certificate of Consecration. 
After it was completed, the Dean pre- 
sented Bishop Pike to the Rt. Rev. Sumner 
F. D. Walters, Bishop of San Joaquin and 
president of the Eighth Province. 


Bishop Walters and Dean Barlett led 
the Bishop to the altar, while the choir 


and congregation sang the Twenty-third 
Psalm. Bishop Shires, Archdeacon, read 
the lesson. At that point the Rev. Lesley 
Wilder, president of the Standing Com- 
mittee, took the Pastoral Staff from the 
Altar and presented it to the Bishop, sym- 
bolic of the Diocese receiving Bishop 
Pike. 

The two institutors, Bishop Walters 
and Dean Bartlett, led him to his chair or 
cathedra in the great choir. A prayer was 
offered and the Institutor then Blessed the 
Bishop, saying: 

“The Almighty Lord, who is a most 
strong tower to all those who put their 
trust in him, to whom all things in heaven, 
earth, and under the earth, do bow and 
obey; Be now and evermore thy defense; 
And may the blessing of God Almighty, 
the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost, 
be upon you, and remain with you for- 
ever. Amen.”

Bishop Block Memorial 
Committee Reports 


The report of a special committee set 
up to study an appropriate memorial for 
Bishop Block was given during the recent 
Convention. 

A resolution, presented by Mr. Emmett 
Solomon, was seconded and passed unani- 
mously. The resolution authorized the 
members of the committee to proceed with 
the project of securing a sum of $300,000. 
Some of the money will be used to pur- 
chase a. memorial window in Grace Cathe- 
dral, beneath which will be a niche in 
which Bishop Block’s ashes will be placed. 
Plans also call for the erection of a build- 
ing for a Bishop Block School of the 
Prophets. This will be on the Cathedral 
Close. 

The resolution also called for the secur- 
ing of a proper endowment fund to per- 
petuate the work of the School of the 
Prophets. 


the need and value of the work of laymen 
in the Church. Laymen, he said, should be 
used in the spiritual structure of the 
Church, as well as in the more well known 
methods. In this line we can well afford to 
look at the Church of Scotland, their Pres- 
bytery system and their “lay elders.” Our 
observance of this church has come not 
only out of need for manpower, but also 
out of theological right, for the Bible 
says that “All of ye are a royal priesthood.” 

The effective use of laymen has already 
begun in the formation of the Presbytery 
of Paso Robles, and several others are be- 
ing considered. ( Editor's Note—Afer this 
sermon was delivered, the other two were 
formed—the Central Coastal area and the 
Central Contra Costa Field.) Bishop Pike 
stated that the use of the Perpetual Diac- 
onate is being studied, as well as the re- 
cruiting of more Lay Readers. 

To seek, to hold and to find people for 
Christ is the responsibility of all members 
of the Church, not just the ordained clergy. 
Each person is installed in the work of the 
Episcopate of this Diocese—and it is to be 
everyone's ministry. 

Following Bishop Pike’s address, the 
Rural Deans of Convocations were in- 
stalled into their stalls in the Cathedral. 
These included the Rev. Henry Getz, Dean 
of Marin; the Rev. Carl N. Tamblyn, Dean 
of San Francisco; the Rev. John Riley, 
Dean of San Luis Obispo; the Rev. Rich- 


ard G. Millard, Dean of Oakland; the Rev. 
David Hill, Dean of Monterey, and the 
Rev. William Halstead, Dean of Santa 
Clara. 

The service was concluded with a sing- 
ing of the Te Deum by the Cathedral 
Choristers and closing prayers. 
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The Rev. Morris Fairchild Arnold Elected 
California Suffragan Bishop on Fifth Ballot 


The election of the Rev. Morris F. 
Arnold as Suffragan Bishop for the Dio- 
cese of California was completed on the 
first day of the recent convention. 


Page one of this issue of Pacific 
Churchman carries the text of his 
declination of the election. 


Before the nomination speeches were 
given, the Rt. Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, 
third Diocesan Bishop of California, ad- 
dressed the delegates. He outlined some of 
the qualities necessary for a good Suffra- 
gan—pointing out thzt the Diocese was 
fortunate when they elected Bishop Shires, 
for he possessed these qualities. Bishop 
Parsons stated that the candidate must be 
loyal—loyal to his group, his church, his 
parish and have loyalty to his Bishop. The 
Suffragan is to be the alter ego of the 
Diocesan. He must come saying, “Here I 
am—teady to serve the Diocese as you 
wish.” 


The nominating committee announced 
four names, the Rev. Morris Fairchild 
Arnold, thie Rev. Charles M. Guilbert, the 
Rev. Richard Millard and the Rev. Carl 
Tamblyn. Four people were nominated 
from the floor, the Rev. Henry Getz, rec- 
tor of St. Paul’s San Rafael; the Rev. 
Keppel W. Hill, rector of the Church of 
St. Mary the Virgin, San Francisco; the 
Very Rev. Paul Moore, Dean of Christ 
Church, Indianapolis, and the Rev. Corwin 
Roach, locum tenens at Walnut Creek. 
Before the voting began, Mr. Tamblyn 
requested that his name be withdrawn 
from the ballot. 


Balloting was spirited throughout. The 
Rev. Messrs. Henry Getz and Keppel Hill 
both withdrew after the second ballot. Mr. 


Millard requested that his name be with- 
drawn after the third ballot. 

Canon Guilbert withdrew after the re- 
sults of the fourth ballot were announced. 
He said it was a very moving experience 
to find that so many of one’s clergy and 
lay friends were so strongly behind him. 
He requested that those who had followed 
him thus far would follow him again as 
he cast his fifth ballot for Mr. Arnold. 
He then requested the Bishop and dele- 
gates to remove his name from the ballot. 

The fifth ballot found enough votes 
from both clergy and laity to elect Mr. 
Arnold. 

Immediately after the results were an- 
nounced, Bishop Pike placed a long dis- 
tance call to Mr. Arnold. As Mr. Arnold 
had asked that his name be withdrawn 
from the ballot before convention con- 
vened, and was a reluctant candidate, the 
Bishop asked him to give it serious and 
prayerful thought before answering to the 
convention. He also invited Mr. and Mrs. 
Arnold to San Francisco to see the Dio- 
cese and its challenge before making a 
final decision.

All Saints’, Carmel, 
Plans Expansion 


Every parish dreams of expansion, and 
the dream of All Saints’, Carmel, became 
more of a reality with the recent purchase 
of two 40-foot lots adjoining their prop- 
erty on Lincoln Street in Carmel. The land, 
which includes a five-room home and an- 
other building with two small apartments, 
was sold by Miss Edith Griffin. 

Plans for the use of the land include 
construction of classrooms as wings of the 
main structure and eventually as separate 
units. The buildings now on the property 
will be removed to make way for these 
units. 

Negotiations for the purchase were 
made through a former warden of All 
Saints’, Mr. Robert E. Ross, real estate 
broker, and Vestryman Ralph W. Thomp- 
son, a lawyer, who also acts as legal ad- 
visor for the parish. 

Also participating in the acquisition 
were Capt. Archer M. R. Allen (USN 
Ret. ), another ex-senior warden, and Fred- 
erick McNaulty, vestryman, who is asso- 
ciated with a Peninsula architectural firm.

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Puerto Rico School 
Needs Instructors 


St. Luke’s School of Nursing, Ponce, 
Puerto Rico, which serves the only Epis- 
copal Church hospital in the Caribbean, 
is in danger of closing down unless badly 
needed nursing instructors are recruited 
soon, according to the Rev. Rowland Cox, 
personnel secretary of the National Coun- 
cil’s Overseas Department. 


Forty nursing students are presently 
enrolled in the school. “To keep this val- 
uable training center in operation we 
must find a director for the nursing school 
and three nursing instructors,’ Mr. Cox 
declared. 


Mr. Cox stated that the department's 
preference was for nurses with bachelor 
of science degrees, and if possible with 
master’s degrees in nursing education, but 
“all qualified and experienced nurses will 
be considered,” he said. 


St. Luke’s is a 100-bed hospital with 
an out-patient department serving the 
whole island missionary district. 


Tentative Schedule of 
Summer Conferences Told 


The Rev. Canon Trevor Hoy, Director 
of Education of the Diocese of California, 
has announced a tentative schedule of 
summer conferences at the Bishop's Ranch 
for the summer session. “The schedule 
must be tentative at this time,” he said, 
“since there are a number of matters 
which must be cleared up before final an- 
nouncement can be made.” 

Present plans call for the Intermediate 
Conference (9th and 10th grade grad- 
uates) to be held first, running from June 
14-20. This will be followed by the Senior 
Youth Conference (11th and 12th grades ) 
from June 21-July 1. The Bishop’s Con- 

ference for adults will be held July 5-11, 
and a second adult conference, called the 
“Parish Education Conference,” will be 
held from July 12-18. 

The Junior Conference (7th and 8th 
grades) is scheduled to begin on July 19 
and run thtrough July 25, while the Mid- 
dler Conference (8th and 9th grades) 
will begin on July 26 and close August 1. 

Canon Hoy said that no deans have yet 
been chosen, but that a brochure listing 
final dates, together with the names of 
Conference Deans, will be published a lit- 
tle later in the spring. Indications are that 
the limitation of four youngsters from each 
parish will have to stand for at least one 
more year, he added, although it is — 
that somenew arrangement regarding dor- 
mitory space will have been completed 
before the opening of the conference 
season.

They would not be able to 
use them again until after Easter, and 
rather than let them spoil they combined 
their foodstuffs into a fancy batter and 
feasted upon pancakes.

Episcopal Monks and Nuns Will Attend Evensong 
At Cathedral; Dr. Bruner to Give Sermon

On Sunday, April 5, Monks and Nuns 
of the Episcopal Church will attend the 
4 p.m. service of Evensong at Grace Ca- 
thedral. Dr. Emod Bruner will deliver the 
sermon. 

After the service, those who care to may 
stay and meet informally with the groups. 
They will then have the opportunity to 
ask questions on the details of life within 
a religious order. 

Five orders of monks and nuns are rep- 
resented in California. The Community of 
the Transfiguration, whose house is at San 
Mateo, is a pleasant place for retreat and 
rest. The Sisters also teach in the rapidly 
growing parochial school of the Church 
of St. Matthew and operate St. Dorothy's 
Rest at Camp Meeker. 

In San Francisco the Community of St. 
Saviour is famous for its altar bread. No 
longer resident in the Diocese, the Society 
of St. John the Evangelist is known to San 
Francisco for the “Cowleys” were in charge 
of the Church of the Advent for some 
years and often visit in the city on their 
trips to and from their center in Japan. 

There are several hundred monks and 
nuns in the Episcopal Church in orders of 
various sizes. Their work includes hos- 
pitals, retreat houses, schools, preaching 
and giving spiritual counsel. All recite the 
seven monastic offices daily (from which 
our Prayer Book Morning and Evening 
Prayer are derived) and attend daily cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion. They 
live by the rules of life of the community 
to which they belong—these rules all in- 
clude private prayer, study and ascetic 


practices as well as attendance in chapel. 
Those who answer the call of God to the 
religious life go through a training period 
averaging three years before they are per- 
mitted to take the solemn life vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience. 

The great Anglican monastic tradition 
which produced such spiritual giants as 
the Lady Julian and Walter Hilton, whose 
works are as fresh and relevant today as 
when they were written, in the 14th cen- 
tury, was interrupted in the 16th century 
and renewed in the 19th. It is thought 
that there are more monks and nuns in 
the Anglican Communion today than there 
were in the later part of the 16th century. 
First religious community to be founded 
in the United States was the community 
of St. Mary, whose first members took their 
vows before Bishop Porter in New York 
in 1865. 

Some Californians may remember the 
Rev. James O. P. Huntington, founder of 
the Order of the Holy Cross; Mother Eva 
Mary of the Community of the Transfig- 
uration, and the Great Dom, Gregory Dix.

Diocese Pledges Financial 


Support of C. D. S. P. 


The Diocese of California, at its 109th 
Convention, voted to pledge $634,568 to 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 

Before the vote was taken, and unani- 
mously passed, the present plight and fu- 
ture plans of C.DS.P. were outlined by 
the Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, Dean. 
He stated that with the population growth 
of this country, the needs will be crucial 
within the next 15 years. Not only will 
there be more applicants, but the need for 
the ordained priests will be greater than 
ever before. 

Plans for the growth of the seminary 
were begun several years ago. The late 
Bishop Block was active in their forma- 
tion. The plans call for new buildings and 
enlarged faculty. A $4,000,000 campaign 
will be conducted. This has been approved 
by the trustees and synod. Already the 
Dioceses of Olympia, Oregon, Utah, Los 
Angeles, Idaho, San Joaquin and Honolulu 
have pledged. 

Dean Johnson assured the delegates that 
the buildings will be built at the lowest 
cost, but that the quality of faculty will 
never be cut. 

His story was continued by Mr. James 
F. Hodges, a lay graduate of C.D.S.P. and 
Treasurer of the Diocese of Olympia, and 
by Mr. George Livermore. They explained 
that the enrollment was the third largest 
in the country and that it is the obligation 
of the Diocese to support this school. 

It was then moved, seconded and car- 
ried that July 1, 1959, to June 30, 1960, 
be the year of the campaign, and that the 
Diocese of California pledge to its sup- 
port and growth.

Downtown Midweek Lenten Services Held 
Annually Since 1897 in San Francisco 


It was Lent, 1897. A group of Episco- 
palians working in downtown San Fran- 
cisco felt the need and desire to attend 
mid-week Lenten services. As there was no 
Protestant chapel in the area, the men, 
through the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
found an available room and had ministers 
of different denominations lead their med- 
itations. They met for an hour every week 
day during the Lenten season. 


One gentleman, who has gone down in 
history simply as “Mr. Andrus,” always sat 
in the back, eating his sandwich. He only 
had half an hour for lunch, so he combined 
his spiritual and physical nourishment. 

In 1910, Mr. J. Henry Martin, a Metho- 


the Biblical tithe, but also with methods 
of conducting a successful canvass. 

Before groups begin their canvasses, it 
is felt that they would achieve better re- 
sults if they have already evaluated their 
own needs as well as their own potentials. 
The department soon will be sending to 
rectors and vicars a “parish profile” sheet, 
with questions which should help them 
find these answers. 

This program will not be approached, 
as have some of the other canvasses, from 
an “advertising approach.” By this we 
mean that you will not be deluged with 
pamphlets, brochures and posters, which 
are sent out with the feeling that with 
these “gimmicks,” and nothing else, a 
canvass will be a success. Far from it! 
Part of the success of a Stewardship pro- 
gram depends upon the witnessing stew- 
ards, the increased health of a parish and 
the growth of the whole Church. 

However, some printed material does 
help both the canvasser and the doubting 
parishioner. In cooperation with the De- 
partment of Promotion we are preparing 
a definitive pamphlet on tithing and stew- 
ardship. And, to aid the actual canvasses, 
we have compiled a Handbook for a Par- 
ish Canvass which has been used with great 
success both in and out of the Diocese. 

The basic program, as outlined by the 
Bishop in his address, is the result of the 
good works of parishes and missions who 
have taught tithing and stewardship and 
have proved to the Diocese its overwhelm- 
ing value. 

The main success of this new venture 
depends on YOU. As Bishop Pike re- 
minded us, thus far we have think- 
ing in reverse, and by doing this we have 
been tipping God. But, everything we have 
is God's and belongs to him.

dist, joined the group. He has been a faith- 
ful member ever since.

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CLERGY ASKED OPINION ON 
USES OF BISHOP’S RANCH 


First results of a “clergy survey” regard- 
ing future uses of El Rancho Del Obispo 
have been released by the Rev. Canon 
Trevor Hoy, Director of Education for the 
Diocese, and by the Rev. Albert Lucas, 
chairman of the Division of Camps and 
Conferences of the Department. The sur- 
vey was of the questionnaire type, and in- 
vited all of the clergy of the Diocese to 
express their opinions as to future develop- 
ments at the Ranch, and also as to some 
alternative developments which the De- 
partment has been considering. 


Thirty-five clergy said that the Ranch is 
conveniently located for their use, while 
33 said that it is not. On the other hand, 
23 were ready to state that the present 
property should be sold, if possible, and 
a new location within the Diocese should 
be procured. Twenty-seven voted “no” on 
this proposition, and the remainder ex- 
pressed themselves as “unsure.” While 41 
clergy felt that, if the Ranch is to be re- 
tained, further buildings should be con- 
structed, only 24 felt that these should be 
the traditional dormitories. Others sug- 
gested rooms, cubicles, etc., and 17 sug- 
gested that tents or tent cabins would pro- 
vide the real answer. 


A strong sentiment in favor of a second 
conference center within the Diocese was 
revealed by the fact that 32 clergy said 
“yes” to the proposition “Should the Dio- 
cese retain the Ranch, but also develop 
another site within the Diocese?”, while 
only 23 voted “no” on this. Many have sug- 
gested the retention of the Ranch as a 
“conference center,” at the same time de- 
veloping a “camp” somewhere in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains. Canon Hoy pointed out 
that the cost of maintaining two such in- 
stitutions might prove to be a prohibitive 
factor. 


There was strong sentiment in favor of 
making ranch facilities available to indi- 
vidual church members when they were 
not otherwise in use, no less than 49 replies 
supporting this idea. On the other hand, 
27 of the replies said that they would not 
like to see outside organizations using 
the facilities, while only 25 were in favor 
of this. 


Both in the questionnaire itself, and 
in discussing its results, Canon Hoy and 
the Rev. Mr. Lucas pointed out that this 
was not, by its nature, a case of “majority 
rule,” Canon Hoy said, “but we shall at- 
tempt to be guided by those wishes insofar 
as possible. Total cost, possibility of the 
procurement of property, and many other 
things will have to be considered before 
any final decision can be made. Probably 
we can do nothing before this summer's

He has a particularly defi- 
nite type of quality that we need. 
I remember very well the days 
when on the joint commission 
which was studying the question

deal with various things that were 
needed. Loyalty to the Diocese, 
loyalty to the Bishop, loyalty here, 
loyalty there, but while the canons 
could not in any way express the

Bishop ought to have that quality 
of loyalty which our own Suffra- 
gan Bishop has shown. The loy- 
alty of coming to the Bishop and 
saying, “Here I am. I am ready 
to serve the Diocese wherever and 
how, as you may wish, I want to 
be, as it were, you alter ego, your 
representative; to be ready for 
consultation with you, feeling that 
I am helping you to carry out the 
service which you have especially 
to exercise.” 

Every bishop has certain partic- 
ular qualities, or perhaps I might 
put it another way—every bishop 
has his own problems, that change 
from generation to generation. 
But that quality of loyalty is al- 
ways the same kind of thing. He 
says to the Bishop, “I want to 
serve the Diocese, I want to serve 
the people in the place where God 
has called me. I want to serve and 
help to carry out the service you 
exercise. I want to be ready to 
confer with you, consult with you, 
accept your decision, to be as I said 
a moment ago, your alter ego.”

This letter is most interesting to me 
because I have long objected to this 
growing custom of our Episcopal clergy 
being referred to as “Fr.” and/or “Father.” 

Because Mrs. Ellinwood makes the sug- 
gestion, I would like to give my reason 
for my objection. In my Bible (perhaps 
the Bibles of ministers are different) is 
the following passage from St. Matthew: 

. and to be called of men Rabbi 
Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi, for 
one is your Master, even Christ, and all 
of ye are brethren, And call no man your 
father on earth; for one is your father, 
which is in heaven. Neither be ye called 
Masters, for one is your Master, even 
Christ. But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. And whosoever shall 
exalt himself shall be abased; and he that 
shall humble himself shall be exalted.” 

My understanding of the above words 
is a direct order to the Clergy NOT TO BE 
CALLED FATHER. BUT perhaps our Epis- 
copal ministers interpret these words dif- 
ferently. It would be interesting to know 
what our Episcopal Divinity School teaches 
on this controversial matter. Perhaps, in 
a later issue, you will tell us what the 
School teaches. Thanks in advance.

Especially helpful 
is the Family Prayer section in the back of 
the Book of Common Prayer. Even for 
those accustomed to praying, these fixed 
prayers might well be used from time to 
time in order to avoid what is a very 
common experience in prayer—“getting 
in a rut.” The prayers used in public wor- 
ship suggest concerns which a person in 
his own prayers may well overlook, and 
particularly broadening in this regard are 
the litanies in the Lutheran, Roman Cath- 
olic, and Episcopal liturgies. 

Because we are so easily distracted, a 
special atmosphere for prayer is helpful. 
If you can, pray in a fixed place in your 
home—a place you have come to associate 
with prayer rather than with the other 
duties of the day.

The Rev. Norman 
Snow, retired rector of Santa Cruz, has 
consented to take the work on a locum 
tenens basis. Thursday evening, through 
the courtesy of St. Stephen’s Church, 
Orinda, we met a group of about one 
hundred and fifty people to consider the 
formation of a new mission at Lafayette. 
We had acquired, a year ago, a strategic 
site of three acres and recently purchased 
a house adjoining our acreage to be used 
as a vicarage. There was much enthusiasm 
for the new venture and at a meeting, 
with Bishop Pike and myself both present, 
we organized the new church, to be known 
as St. Anselm’s, after a former great Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. The Rev. Clarence 


Stacy is to be the vicar in association with 
the rectors of St. Paul's, Walnut Creek, 
and St. Ste hen’s, Orinda, in a newly- 
formed presbytery. 


The week of Jan 18 I spent in San 
Luis Obispo as a member of a team visit- 
ing the campus of the California State 
Polytechnic College for their Religion in 
Life Week. On Sunday I installed the new 
Rector of St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo, 
the Rev. Claude C. Boydston, Jr., and in 
the evening spoke to the Canterbury Club 
at their dinner in the parish house. The 
rest of the week was a busy one, with 
seminars, addresses to the faculty and 
other groups, and bull sessions in the dor- 
mitories at night. We ate with the students 
in the refectory and in between kept con- 
ference hours. It was a fruitful week of 
Christian witness, I feel, on this campus 
which now has over four thousand stu- 
dents and over 14 million dollars of 
new construction underway. 


On the Sunday following I was back at 
St. Paul’s, Oakland, for the second large 
confirmation class within a few months. 
It is about like going home to go back to 
St. Paul’s for here there are so many 
friends made when, for over fifteen years, 
I was Rector of the neighboring parish, 
Christ Church, Alameda. It was an added 
pleasure to be able to confirm the fine son 
of the Rev. and Mrs. Clingman. 

In the afternoon my confirmation sched- 
ule brought me to St. Clement’s, Berkeley, 
and against I confirmed a fine, well-trained 
class for Canon Guilbert. It was good to 
learn that Canon Guilbert, as part of his 
confirmation preparation, requires the con- 
firmand to know the Catechism. Person- 
ally I can testify that having had to mem- 
orize the Catechism as a boy has been a 
great religious asset to me even to this 
day. It was pleasant afterwards at the re- 
ception to meet the family and friends of 
the confirmands, and to autograph Prayer 
Books for the class. 

Wednesday evening, January 28, I went 
to Corte Madera to confirm at Holy Inno- 
cents’ Church. The Rev. Tod Ewald has 
done an outstanding job in the develop- 
ment of this church and parish. Not only 
has the church been enlarged recently, but 
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a most attractive building providing a 
study and offices has been constructed. 
After the Confirmation we had an impres- 
sive service for the installation of the 
Vestry. 

In preparing my report for Convention 
as Archdeacon and reporting on the prog- 
ress being made by the 49 missions of the 
Diocese, while I knew there had been 
great activity on this front, I was happily 
surprised to find that in fourteen of them 
in the past few months new buildings 
were either being started or completed. 
Surely we are in the midst of a really cre- 
ative, growing period in the life of the 
Diocese, perhaps the greatest we have 
known. 

Before we get too far into the new year 
I should like to report that during the past 
year we brought three new churches into 
existence in the Diocese, the missions of 
St. Augustine’s, Fairfax, in Marin County, 
St. Anselm's at Lafayette, and the Church 
of the Ascension in North Burlingame, the 
latter started and s ——s by St. Paul’s, 
Burlingame. In addition, three other mis- 
sions were reactivated—St. Alban’s, Brent- 
wood, and the missions at Annette and 
Parkfield in the Paso Robles area. We are 
hopeful that our missionary momentum 
will bring yet other churches into being 
in the months to come.
